WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners desires that these directives be tracked
and reported on a web based systern accessible by the public through the County’s web portal,

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY
COMMISSIONERS OF MIAMI-DADE COUNTY, FLORIDA, that this Board directs the
County Mayor or County Mayor’s designee to develop and implement a web based system for
reporting and tracking directives from the Board of County Commissioners contained in
ordinances, resolutions and motions that will be accessible by the public through the County’s
web portal. The County Mayor or County Mayor’s designee shall issue a report to the Board
within 90 days of thé effective date of this resolution detailing the development and

implementation of this system.
